Wellston Man Was In-

A federal indictment in a 
ease which figures prominently 
u. the current investigation of 
the St. Louis county sheriff's of- 
fice—the hijacking of a $50,- 
000 truckload of whisky—has 
been quigtly dismissed on orders 
of the United States Attorney 
General's office at Washington, 
the Post-Dispatch learned yes- 
terday. 


The indictment, charging Mel- 
vin E. (Pete) von Behren, oper- 
ator of 4 — ange salvage yard 
with possession of stolen whisky 
in interstate commerce, was dis- 
missed by Herbert H. Freer, as- 
sistant United States attorney. 

The investigation which led 
to recovery of the whisky and 
arrest of von Behren ‘has been 
marked from the beginning by 
ineffective police work by some 
county deputy sheriffs and was 
a factor in the ill feeling which 
led to the shooting of Chief 
Deputy Sheriff William Smith 
by Nicholas Burke, a fellow 
deputy, at El Avion night club 
June 26. 

~ Action by Donnelly. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly yesterday directed 
State Attorney General John M. 
Dalton to conduct an official 
investigation of conditions in St. 
Louis county. This strengthened 
an inquiry already begun by 
three members of Dalton’s staff.

Von Behren was indicted Feb. 
15 and the case set for trial 
June 15. It then was reset and 
continued until the September 
term of court. However, Freer 
came into court June 30 and 
made an oral motion to drop the 
case. 

Freer, reached at his home 
yesterday, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had acted on direct 
orders of the Attorney General's 
office. He said he could not re- 
call who wrote the letter direc- 
ting. dismissal of the indictment. 

Freer said he believed the dis- 
missal Was based on an opinion 
that the evidence against von 
Behren was insufficient to make 
a@ case. 

The whisky recovered from 
von Behren’s salvage yard was 
hijacked from a shipment of the 
Gallatin k Lines, en route 
to Kansas, last Nov. 10. The 
truck was abandoned in Berke- 
ley City. 

FBI and Sheriff Tipped Off. 

The following morning special 
agents of the St. Louis-San Fran- 
cisco Railroad, who were work- 
ing on a previous hijacking of 
one of their own trucks, received 
information that the load of 
whisky was in von Behren’s sal- 
vage yard at 1604 Lucas-Hunt 
road. The agents, at the direc- 
tion of Chief Special Agent E. 
H. Wilson, relayed this informa- 
tion to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

Two days later, Sheriff Ar- 
thur C. Mosley was apprised of 
the tip at a party of the Mis- 
souri-Illinois Police Association 
at the Edgewater Club in St.

URGES U.S. SELL 
AD SPACE ON MAIL 
TRUCKS, BOXES 


WASHINGTON, July 11— A 
New York Republican Represen- 
tative proposed today that the 
Government sell advertising 
space on its 16,500 mail trucks 


and 350,000 mailboxes to help 
wipe out the postal deficit and 
provide better pay for postal 
employes. 

Representative Henry J. Lath- 
am announced that he would in- 
troduce a bill on Monday author- 
izing the Postmaster General to 
lease such advertising space, 
thus making available “a large, 
new, untapped source of postal 
revenue without increasing post- 
al rates.” 

“This already has been done 
in other countries,” he said. 
“Why not here, where advertis- 
ing and salesmanship are an in- 
tegral part of the American way 
of life? If the sensibilities of a 
few are shocked by this sugges- 
tion, this would be more than 
offset by a balanced postal 
budget, better service and more 
adequately paid postal em- 
ployes.”

PRESIDENT ENDS 
FURTHER DRAFT 
DEFERMENT DUE 
TO FATHERHOOD 


Order Effective Aug, 25 
Does Not Affect Pres- 
ent Cases—Aim Is to 
‘Correct Serious In-

WASHINGTON, July 11 (UP) 
— President Eisenhower today 
ended any further draft defer- 
ments after Aug. 25 because of 
fatherhood unless “extreme 
hardship and privation” can be 
shown. 

Draft-eligible young men now 
deferred as fathers are not af- 
fected. But those who become 
fathers from Aug. 25 on will not 
receive deferments on that basis 


alone. 

Eisenhower's decision 
made in an executive order. The 
White House said it was intended 
to “correct a serious inequity” 
in which many youths obtain a 
“double deferment.” 

Many registrants deferred 
temporarily as students or agri- 
cultural workers, or for “criti- 
cal” jobs have “been able to 
gain almost permanent exemp- 
tion by acquiring dependents 
during the period of their initial 
temporary deferment.” 

Many Claiming Dependency. 

“Consequently,” the White 
House said, “under this execu- 
tive order all registrants wo 
are now deferred as fathers will 
continue to be deferred, but 
after Aug. 25, 1953, registrants 
not now deferred as fathers can- 
not use fatherhood as a basis 
for attaining exemption from 
the draft unless they can show

The 
White House said Selective 
Service figures indicate the 
number of “dependency” defer- 
ments has been increasing at a 
rate of 12,000 to 14,000 a month. 
It said 1,135,345 were deferred 
for this reason on May 31 as 
compared with 908,707 on Nov. 
1, 1951. 

The White House said one ef- 
fect of the old system was to 
require “calling up for duty of 
many younger registrants earli- 
er than they normally woul 
have been called in order to fil 
monthly military quotas.” 

Draft boards recently have 
been dipping into the 18-year- 
old group. Officials of some 
boards have resigned in protest 
against abuses of the deferment 
system. Some maintained that 
while the rich boy gets a de- 
ferment for critical occupation 
or fatherhood, the poor boy is 
going into the Army. 

Older Reservists Called. 

Officials here said another re- 
sult of the fatherhood defer- 
ments was the calling up of 
“older reservists” because 80 
many youths were being de- 
ferred as fathers. 

The ‘White House said the 
“multiple deferments” of stu- 
dents, agricultural, and “criti- 
cal” workers with children has 
“jeopardized many bona fide oc- 
cupational deferments.” 

“The local boards are reluc- 
tant to grant occupational de- 
ferments or deferments to per- 


lege or to work on farms if they 
believe the registrants might 
become fathers during their de- 
ferment period and thus escape 
service permanently,” it said. 
The White House emphasized 
that existing fatherhood defer- 
ments are not “permanent” and 
could be changed if conditions 
uired 


It also said that the regis- 
trants deferred as fathers pre- 
viously will be kept in that 
classification “so long as they 
maintain a bona fide family re- 
lationship in their home,” 

A spokesman said this could 
be interpreted to mean that a 
registrant could be drafted if 
he becomes divorced.

Molotov Says Eisenhow-

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP 
—The Soviet Union and the East 
German Communists angrily re- 
jected President Eisenhower's 
offer of food to hungry East Ger- 
many today, but the White 
House said the offer still stands. 


The $15,000,000 worth of food 
would have gone to East Ger- 
many through the Soviet occu- 
pation authorities. 


Developments came quickly 
tonight about 24 hours after 
Eisenhower made the offer. 

The turn-over came first in a 
bitter statement from Red Ger- 
man Premier Otto Grotewohl, 
who said it was “a provocation 
which serves only the aims of 
agitation.” 
| Then the Moscow radio con- 
firmmed that Grotewohl was act- 
| ing on Kremlin orders. The Rus- 
sian radio heard in London said 
the offer was “not in the true 
interests of the German peo- 
ple” and blamed the West for 
the June 17 uprisings that bared 
the needs of East Germany. 

Finally from behind the Iron 


reporting the Soviet rejection 
was delivered to the United 
States embassy. 

White House Statement. 

In Washington, Presidential 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said in a statement: “The 
President’s offer of food for the 
people of East Germany still 
stands regardless of any Soviet 
rejection of that offer or any 
Soviet allegation that the peo- 
ple do not need food.” 

The White House reply came 
less than an hour after the Mos- 
cow note delivery was reported. 

The note, signed by Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
was delivered to the United 
States embassy by Deputy For- 
eign Minister Andrei Vishinsky. 

Besides spurning the Amer- 
ican offer, the note laid the 
blame for the June 17 East Ber- 
lin riots on the West. 

(In Washington White House 
Press Secretary James G. 
Hagerty said there would be no 
comment in advance of the ac- 
tual receipt of the Molotov note 
and study of it.) 

President Eisenhower in a 
note delivered to the Soviet gov- 
ernment in Moscow Friday, 
asked the Russians to accept the 
food supplies to “alleviate suf- 
fering” in the “distressed” Ger- 
man East zone. 

Three hours earlier in Berlin 
East German Premier Otto 
Grotewhol denounced and re- 
jected the offer, labeling it “a 
provocation which serves only 
the aims of agitation.” 

Molotov’s Answer. 

A Moscow broadcast quoted 
Molotov. as charging Eisenhow- 
er’s offer was made “without 
having obtained views of the 
East German democratic repub- 
lic on this matter.” It added: 

“Such behavior would nowa- 
days offend even the population 
of a colony, let alone the Ger- 
man people and its lawful dem- 
ocratic government.” 

The note continued: 

“If on June 17 criminal ele- 
ments from the United States 
séctor of Berlin had not been 
organized by your side to set 
fire to food and other shops, no 
disturbances in the public order 
of Berlin would have occurred. 

“All this makes clear that in 
the case in point, the United 
States government has by no 
means evinced concern for the 
food supply of the German pop- 
ulation, but has rather decided 
to resort to a propaganda ma- 
neuver, a move which has noth- 
ing in common with the true in- 
teręsts of the German people.” 

Blames Conant. 

Molotov charged that United

WASHINGTON, July 11 (UP) 
—The United States and South 
Korea have agreed to consider 
breaking off post-armistice po- 
litical talks with the Commu- 
nists if they stall on the issue 
of Korean unification, it was 
disclosed today. 


Informed sources here said 
this was the heart of an agree- 
ment reached in Seoul by As- 
sistant Secretary of State Walter 
S. Robertson and South Korean 
President Syngman Rhee. 

It clears the wag for an 
armistice that would end the 
three-year Korean war. The Ad- 
ministration expects the agree- 
ment to be signed in about a 
week unless the Communists 
raise new objections. : 

Rhee had insisted during his 
negotiations with Robertson that 
the war be resumed if the 
United Nations and Communist 
peace negotiators failed to reach 
agréement on unification of Ko- 
rea after 90 days.

While signing of the treaty is 
expected after an armistice, the 
United States already is nego- 
tiating the pact with Rhee. 

Rhee’s Support Assumed. 

When asked whether Rhee had 
agreed to sign the armistice, of- 
ficials pointed out that the sign- 
ing will be done by the United 
Nations Command for the Allies. 
Therefore, they said, the ques- 
tion did not arise, but officials 
assumed Rhee would support the 
armistice terms.

South Korea’s Ambassador 

You Chan Yang pledged tonight 
his Government and people will 
abide by the terms of the truce 
understanding with the United 
States even though it is “not the 
one the Republic of Korea had 
hoped for.” 
In a statement commenting on 
the Robertson-Rhee accord he 
predicted the Communists would 
again attack his country—“be- 
cause their one design is the 
conquest and enslavement of the 
entire world.” 

Despite this, he said, “We 
have faith in President Eisen- 
hower's promise to work for the 
reunification of Korea by peace- 
ful means and to rid our land of 
Communist invaders.” 

“We pray for his success in 
this effort,” the Korean envoy 


“Meantime, with the economic 
aid that will be forthcoming and 
the strengthening of our great 
ROK army, navy and air force, 
we pledge anew our allegiance 
and our active participation as 
a belligerent when and if the 
Communists again attack any 
member of the free nations. 

“And attack they will, because 
their one design is the conquest 
and enslavement of the entire 
world.” 

Yang said today’s news from 
Seoul shows Rhee is “statesman 
of the first magnitude” and “not 
a stubborn, unyielding man.” 

The Korean envoy said the 
reasons for South Korea’s agree- 
ment with the United States is 
because “much of our soil in this 
armed struggle against Commu- 
nist aggression has been conse- 
crated by the blood of America’s 
young manhood.” 

“Their sacrifice for freedom

In respect to the prisoners 
of war, we have reaffirmed 
our determination that no 
prisoners shall be subject to 
coercion, and that, at the end 
of the specified period, all 
prisoners desiring to avoid 
returning te Communist juris- 
diction shall be set free in 
South Korea, or, in the case 
of the non-Communist Chi- 
nese, to proceed to a destina- 
tion chosen by them. 

Our two governments are in 
agreement in respect to enter- 
ing into a mutual defense 
pact, negotiations for which 
are under way.

To correspondents at the air- 
port, before he took off for a 
visit to Pusan en route to Tokyo, 
Robertson said: 


“I was put on my honor by 
the Republic of Korea govern- 
ment to make no comment to 
the press until 10 a.m. today (8 
p.m. Saturday, St. Louis time). 
I shall keep my word. We knew 
we could trust the integrity of 
our press not to publish the 
embargoed statement we issued 
until the Sunday papers. 

“I can’t tell you how sorry I 
am about this.” 

The last statement was taken 
by reporters to refer to the Rhee 
interview story. 

Rhee was not available for 
comment this morning. His of- 
fice said he had left the presi- 
dential mansion after his fare- 
well talk with Robertson and 
drove out of the city to look 
over possible sites for monu- 
ments to Korean war dead. His 
office said it did not know when 
Rhee would return. 

Robertson met Rhee in a 25- 
minute farewell session at the 
South Korean presidential man- 
sion this morning, Shortly after- 
ward he boarded a plane for Pu- 
san, the temporary ROK capital 
on the southeast coast. Later he 
was to fly to Tokyo, en route to 
the United States. 


Jim Lucas, Scripps Howard 
staff writer, reported to the 
New York World Telegram to- 
day from Seoul that Rhee said: 

“We will not accept the armis- 
tice, but we have agreed not to 
obstruct it for a period of three 
months. President Eisenhower 
wanted us to accept an armistice 
in toto, but this is as far as we 
can go.” 

Lucas further quoted Rhee: 

“They (the Americans) seem 
absolutely certain that they can 
unify Korea and get all the Chi- 
nese out of this country in 
three months. We don't believe 
it but we have agreed to wait 
three months.”

(A Tokyo dispatch by the 
United Press reported that Peip- 
ing radio—frequently the voice 
of the Communist negotiators at 
Panmunjom — said today the 
agreement between the United 
States and South Korea “has 
not brought hope for an early 
peace in Korea.” 

Preceded Joint Statement. 

(The Communist broadcast was 
made before the joint statement 
of Rhee and Robertson was re- 
leased. It was based on news 
reports of Rhee's statement Sa- 
turday that a “friendly under- 
standing” had been reached, but 
no final agreement. 

(Peiping said’ Rhee clearly 
showed that “the talks between 
Robertson and Rhee had not 
brought hope for an early armis- 
tice in Korea and that the 
United States has not taken ef- 
fective measures to make Rhee 
insure the strict observance of 
the armistice agreement.” 

(“The world is fully justified to 
demand that the outcome of the 
Robertson-Rhee talks should be 
Rhee’s strict assurance to ob- 
serve absolutely all the provi- 
sions of the armistice agreement 
and other related arrangements,” 
the broadcast said. “This is the 
key question whether the armis- 
tice agreement can be signed.”) 

Terms of Statement. 

The text of the joint Rhee- 
Robertson announcement Was 
couched in general terms but it 
indicated: 

1. Rhee promised not to turn 
loose the remaining 8000 anti- 
Communist North Korean pris- 
oners until they had been inter- 
viewed by representatives of 
neutral nations as the armistice 
terms specified. 

2. Rhee promised to abide by 
the terms of the armistice at 
least until a “post-armistice” pe- 
riod had been reached. It didn’t 
say specifically how long that 
might be. 

3. The United States agreed 
to a mutual defense pact. The 
drafts already have been ex- 
changed for such a treaty. 

4. The United States dis- 
cussed collaboration along po- 
litical, economic and defense 
lines. .... | 

It said “a wide area of agree- 
ment“ had been reached on these 
matters and that the United 
States and the Republic of Ko- 
rea wanted to emphasize their 
determination to work together 
for the realization of “a free 
independent and unified Korea.” 

The joint announcement was 
handed to reporters Saturday 
night. Robertson said the talks 
with Rhee had been finished 
and that he was returning to 
Washington by way of Tokyo. 
There he will confer for two 
days with Gen. Mark Clark.

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TUCKER IN DOUBT 
AS TO LEGALITY 
OF GHARTER PLAN 
ON EARNINGS TAX 


Mayor Says He Will 
Continue to Press for 
Special Session in 
Spite of Attorney 
General’s Opinion. 


Grave doubt as to the legality 
of the city levying an earnings’ 
tax merely through the enact- 
ment of an amendment to the 
City Charter was expressed yes- 
terday by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker. He stated he would 
continue to press for an extra 
session of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture to obtain a state statute au- 
thorizing the levy beyond next 
April 1. 

The Mayor made his state- 
ment after conferring with City 
Counselor Samuel H. Liberman, 
who studied an opinion given 
this week by Missouri Attorney 
General John Dalton. 

Dalton held that the city 
could enact an earnings tax by 
amending the charter to grant 
the city that authority. 

Doubtful Validity. 

Liberman and members of the 
city counselor’s staff, however, 
held that the charter amend- 
ment method toward obtaining 
authority for an earnings tax 
was of doubtful validity. Liber- 
man said they arrived at this 
opinion after studying a Mis- 
souri Supreme Court ruling on 
an earlier earnings tax case. 

The Mayor said that the pres- 
ent method of obtaining the tax 
has been approved by the courts 
and is firmly established and 
that it “would be foolhardy to 
undertake to continue the tax 
by the method outlined by the 
Attorney General. 

“We would be risking having 
no earnings tax for an extended 
period and we would be taking 
a chance on financial suicide,” 
the Mayor said. 

He pointed out that the Board 
of Aldermen would have to set 
up an election on the charter 
amendment and that it was 
doubtful whether such a refer- 
endum could be held before the

Grand Jury Is Likely to 
Probe Reports of En- 
mity Among Sheriff's 
Officers.

N the morning of June 26, 

in early-retiring Des Peres in 

St. Louis county, the mead- 
ow-like quiet of the Manchester 
road area was broken only by 
the sound of a juke box at El 
Avion night club where a bunch 
of Sheriff Arthur Mosley’s boys 
were whooping it up with the 
aid of hot becue and a little 
whisky. 

Beneath the gaiety, some of 
it simulated as things turned 
out later, there was grumbling 
going on among the sheriff's 
deputies. The ill feeling swelled 
into expressions of open anger 
and presently Deputy Sheriff 
Nicholas Burke inconsiderately 
broke up the party by shooting 
Chief Deputy Sheriff William 
Smith. 


Deputy Burke undoubtedly 
had other things in mind when 
he pulled the trigger on his 
service revolver four times. But 
he nevertheless accomplished a 
public service in focussing pub- 
lic and official attention on an 
apparent breakdown in law en- 
forecement in St. Louis county. 

Bullets Raise Questions. 

At the same time, Burke's 
bullets dug up questions as to 
whether the county and its citi- 
zens are perhaps unwilling vic- 
tims of a courthouse political 
ring. with the sheriff's office the 
focal point, through which hi- 
jacking, inadequate police pro- 
tection and a hundred and one 
other irritants flourish. 

But getting back to El Avion 
and the lively developments 
there on June 26, Chief Deputy 
Smith went to St. Mary's Hos-

only once in the shoulder by 
Burke’s bullets. 

Burke, himself, went into se- 
clusion for a 48-hour “check- 
up,” eventually surrendered to 
Sheriff Mosley, who is reported 
to have know where he was all 
the time, anyway, posted $1000 
bond on an open charge and then 
scooted out of the state. 

Out of the welter of explana- 
tions which followed the shoot- 
ing one incontrovertible circum- 
stance emerged: Dissension 
among Mosley's men so deep- 
rooted as to prompt one officer 
to shoot another could only 
mean inefficiency, or worse. 

It was, in fact, a dispute over 
the division of a $1000 reward 
in which Sheriff Mosley him- 
self figured prominently, which 
prompted Burke to come up 
shooting, as nearly as can be 
determined. 

Background of Dispute. 

Here is the background of 


¢ | the controversy over the reward: 


Last November, a truck carry- 
ing a $50,000 cargo of whisky 
was hijacked in St. Louis coun- 
ty. Buxke and Deputy Elmer 
Mueller, since resigned, were 
instrumental in recovering the 
cargo. An insurance company 
gratefully forwarded to Sheriff 
Mosley a $1000 reward, payable 
to Burke. But Mosley held the 
check until the insurance com- 
pany sent another $500 check, 
payable to the sheriff. 

Mosley turned the $1000 
check over to Burke just one 
day before the party at El 
Avion. 

Everyone should have been 
happy, therefore, when the sher- 
iff, his deputies and politicians 
in the Republiean- controlled 
at Clayton threw 
what has become known as the 
great barbecue” at El Avion. 

But Burke apparently wasn’t 
happy after all.

Eisenhower Pats Reed on Back 


At Republican Buffet Luncheon 


Poses Shaking Hands With Committee

brated the first anniversary of

To further confuse matters, 
Mosley said Wednesday that he 
and his deputies searched faith- 
fully for Burke right up to the 
time that the quick-triggered 
deputy surrendered on Sunday,

Mosley Appears Satisfied. 

And Sheriff Mosley, though 
he has fired Burke, apparently 
is satisfied wit results of his 
own investigation of his own 
office.and stands ready to help 
anyone else who wants to in- 
vestigate it. 

This era of good feeling stands 
a good chance of being intruded 
upon, however.

at the sheriff's office; that some 
jailers solicit prisoners’ business 
for favored lawyers; that dep- 
uties receive money for per- 
forming strike duty and for such 
other odd jobs as serving as 
dance hall bouncers and that 
gambling is mushrooming. 

The grand jury might also 
look into reports that apparent- 
ly there is little co-operation be- 
tween the office of sheriff and 
prosecutor in the preparation of 
evidence in criminal cases and 
that some criminal] cases die on 
the vine through the simple pro- 
cedure of being ignored.

Under plans an- 
nounced at the time, the money 
was supposed to be enough to 
develop Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
construct a new airport at Co- 
lumbia Bottoms and ‘complete 
a number of smaller airport 
projects. 

The money has been spent. 
With it the city has expanded 
Lambert-St. Louis Field on a 
far larger scale than had origi- 
nally been planned. This cost 
$17,441,500. The 4400-acre Co- 
lumbia Bottoms tract has been 
bought, but the idea of develop- 
ing an airport there has been 
dropped at least for the present. 
The purchase price of the site 
was $1,408,900. 5

Traffic Figures. 

Traffic figures compiled by 
nirport manager David E. Leigh 
show that Lambert-St. Louis 
Field has had a decrease in the 
number of plane movements 
since the fiscal year which 
closed in April 1949, when there 
were 243,475, to 178,761 in the 
fiscal year closed last April. 

In the same five-year period, 
however, airliner movements 


have jumped from 56,332 to 
75,528. Transient military plane 
movements have increased from 
11,420 to 22,668 in the same 
period, and transient civil 
planes from 27,554 to 34,357. 
This represents a sharp rise in 


the number of transport-type 
planes which have been coming 


into St. Louis, It is the local 
traffic which has decreased 
sharply, due in large part to the 
removal of virtually all training 
flights from the field. 


Many of these are so-called 
“touch and go” landings and 
take-offs, in which the plane 
takes off immediately after the 
wheels are on the ground. They 
are a necessary part of pilot 
training. .But since one landing 
or one take-off is recorded as a 
plane movement, they are an in- 
dication of how busy the control 


.| tower personnel are and how 


congested the air is around an 
airport, rather than a guide to 
use of an airport as an air ter- 


minal.

Rebellion Reported

SALEM, Ore., July 11 (UP)— 
Rebellious convicts still were 
outside their cells at Oregon 
state penitentiary today but were 
“fairly well under control” of 
heavily armed guards who en- 
tered the prison yard after pris- 
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— had set fire to four build- 


gs 

Warden Clarence T. Gladden 
said nearly all of the 1100 de- 
fiant prisoners had been herded 
into the wire-enclosed baseball 
park and guards had better con- 
trol over them there than when 
the inmates roamed the yard. 

The warden said he zent 
guards, armed with rifles and 
shotguns, into the prison to herd 
the convicts into the ball park 
when fire was started in the 
prison tailor shop. The guards 
and state police had been with- 
drawn from inside the prison 
yesterday when prisoners re- 
fused to work or return to their 
cells to back up demands for 
better treatment. 

Police Patrol Walls. 

State police patrolled the pris- 
on. walls while guards stood 
watch over the sullen prisoners 
inside the inclosure. 

Gladden said the convicts 
started fires in the laundry, flax 
plant and machine shop but they 
were controlled by the Salem 
Fire Department. The tailor shop 
and laundry were burned out. 
The other blazes did little dam- 


age. . 

The fires apparently were 
started in retaliation for a tear 
gas attack this morning on some 
of the prisoners who had bar- 
— themselves in the dining 
roo 


Gladden said the tear gas was 
shot into the dining room to 
keep the prisoners from reach- 
ing food. Some convicts broke 
into the commissary and got 
food which many of the inmates 
ate for breakfast this morning. 

The tear gas did not drive 
any of the prisoners from the 
dining room but later they vol- 


untarily began trickling out in 


small groups.

| would be kept in the ball park 
for 48 hours “unless they give 
up voluntarily.” 
He said they would be served 


Press said the prisoners also 


were without water and the sun 


was hot.) 

The prisoners offered. no re- 
sistance when the guards en- 
tered the yard this morning, 
Gladden said, but went quietly 
into the inclosure. He said he 
ordered the guards to herd the 
convictg into the ball park so 
that the Salem Fire Department 
could enter the prison to fight 
the fires. 

About 30 prisoners were con- 
fined to the prison hospital and 
some were in segregation cells. 
No attempt was made to free 
any of the patients or those in 
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segregation. 

The prisoners “struck” yes- 
terday morning to enforce de- 
mands for better food, removal 
of a hospital technician and end 
to certain prison regulations, 
principally the practice of with- 
holding half of all money sent to 
inmates until they are released. 

Gladden said most of the 
grievances had “no basis” but 
he would make a thorough in- 
vestigation. He promised a 10- 
man grievance committee that 
no member of the committee 
would suffer reprisals for pre- 
senting the demands.

Often the 
scenery is so fine that a sports- 
man will spend his time gaping 
and will return to fish another 
time. 

Origin of Float Fishing. 
Float fishing began around 
the turn of the century, prob- 
ably on the James river, and 
Charlie Barnes has been credit- 
ed with building the first John- 
boat in 1904. These boats are 
flat-bottomed to allow them to 
navigate the shallow waters 
while carrying a fair-sized load, 
and they average 20 feet in 
length and three feet in width 
amidships. Their dimensions 
have changed little since Barnes 
built his first one. 

Float fishing has becomie more 
and more popular, and each year 
brings more fishermen into the 
Ozarks to try their hand. They 
come from all states in the 


Union and even as far away as 


Canada. Because of such de- 
mand, it has become necessary 
to get guide reservations in ear- 
ly to avoid disappointment. 
Boats also are available for those 
experienced boatmen who wish 
to navigate the rivers them- 
selves,

Acts for Britain in Big 3 


Member of Famous Cecil Family Is Taking the Place of 
Foreign Secretary. Anthony Eden, Now Ill Known 
As ‘Younger Elder Statesman’ — Is an Advocate of 
Co-operation Among Free Nations of the World.

RITAIN sent its ablest “ younger elder statesman” to Washington this 
B week to pinch-hit for ailing Anthony Eden at the Big Three Foreign

Lord Salisbury has long been so close- 
ly associated with Eden that he has been 
called his “political twin,” and is acting 
as Foreign Secretary while Eden recu- 
perates from a recent operation, 

The conference that Salisbury has come 
to attend with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and French Foreign Min- 


Ister Georges Bidault was thought of in 
advance as a gathering of relatively minor 
‘importance. 


It would be a friendly and informal get- 
together to talk over the .world situation 
and try to work out common purposes, 
President Eisenhower said at a press con- 
ference on June 30. The Foreign Ministers 
hoped to check a recent tendency of the 
three governments to drift apart on the 
issues of world politics another high of- 
ficial said this week, but no concrete agree- 
ments of major consequence were to be 
expected.

Lord Salisbury has a reputation for 
coping coolly, professionally and compe- 
tently with great issues and events like 
these. He has been doing so for the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office for 20 years. 

He is also the stanchest of advocates 
of co-operation among the free nations. 

“Close and constant collaboration be- 
tween the Western powers, and, above 
all, between the English-speaking peo- 
ples, must be the lynch-pin” of Com- 
monwealth and American policy, he said 
at a Pilgrim Society dinner in London 
three years ago. 

“We must never allow ourselves to 
be divided. 

“If we stand together, I believe most 
profoundly that war will be avoided. 
If, by any unhappy accident or ill man- 
agement a rift were to be driven be- 
tween us, war would immediately come 
very near.” 

Salisbury is a fall, lanky, frail, lean- 
faced, ascetic appearing man with dark 
hair parted on the left side and now re- 
ceding from a broad brow, and a dark, 
closely trimmed mustache. He has a 
prominent, beaked nose and a big, full- 
lipped mouth, and looks a little like the 
late ex-King Alfonso of Spain. He wears 
spectacles which constantly seem about 
to fall off. 

A Cecil and thereby a member of one 
of England’s greatest families, Salisbury 
has some of the characteristics for which 
his forefathers were famous. He is deep- 
ly religious, and he is also tolerant, un- 
conventional, absent-minded, — and 
unpunctual. 

On the other hand, he has a “na. 
friendly grin which belies an old saying 
that “a Cecil never smiles except when 
another Cecil enters the room.” 

Salisbury’s manner is sometimes shy 
and even prim, but his record shows that 
he has formidable force of character. It 
is even said that he argues freely with 
Sir Winston Churchill, and, what is still 
more extraordinary, that the Prime Min- 
isterelistens to him, and listens with re- 
spect.

SALISBURY has been called a “younger 


elder statesman” partly because of two 


paradoxes that characterize his career. He 
is an elder statesman in the sense that 
he will be 60 years old next month and 
has held offices under Conservative and 
coalition governments ever since 1929. But 
he is a junior in British public life, too, 
in the sense that he has held only the 


next-to-the-highest, never the very high-. 


est, offices. He is also junior in the fur- 
ther sense that Churchill, at 78, is old 
enough to be his father.

Eden’s speech of “personal explana- 
tion” of his action to the House of Com- 
mons was relatively mild, but not Salis- 
bury’s. 

Chamberlain’s policy was “a surrender 
to blackmail,” Salisbury said, and when 
the Prime Minister returned from the 
Munich conference proclaiming that he 
was bringing “peace in our time” and 
“peace with honor,” Salisbury’s retort was 
bitter: 

Czechoslovakia had been “thrown to the 


honor?” he asked. “I have looked and 
looked but I cannot see it.” 

Speaking a little later of what British 
policy should be, he said: “It is a very 
simple thing—rearm, rearm, rearm.” 

Salisbury and his ancestors have served 
in high office under British sovereigns for 
400 years.

He was out of office from the time of 
his resignation from the Chamberlain Gov- 
ernment in 1938 until he was appointed 
Paymaster General in the coalition cabi- 
net which Churchill formed in May 1940, 

In October, 1940, Salisbury became Sec- 
retary of State for the Dominions, in 1942 
Secretary for the Colonies and in 1942 
and 1943 was Lord Privy Seal. He re- 
turned to the Dominions office in 1943, 
where he remained until the general elec- 
tion of 1945 which returned the Labor 
Party to power. 

Meanwhile, in 1941 he had been called 
to the House of Lords. During the Labor 
administrations of 1945-1950 and 1950- 
1951, he was leader of the opposition in 
the Lords. 

When the Conservatives returned to 
power in October, 1951, Salisbury was 
again appointed Lord Privy Seal and par- 
ty leader in the House or Lords. In 
March 1952 he became Secretary of State 
for Dominion Affairs. He resigned the 
office of Lord Privy Seal in May 1952. 

He was a delegate to the San Francisco 
Conference of 1945 which set pp the Unit- 
ed Nations, and was British representa- 
tive on the committee which drafted the 
trusteeship provisions of the charter. 

Salisbury would probably have played 
an even greater part in public life ex- 
cept for the fact that his health has never 

deen robust. 
He was born Aug. 24, 1888, at Hatfield 
House, the great, red brick Elizabethan 
Cecil family home, built at the opening 
of the seventeenth century. He attended 
Eton and Christ Church,’ Oxford. 

He went to France as a subaltern in the 
Grenadier Guards early in 1915 and won 
the French croix de guerre, but was in- 
valided home in September that same year 
as medically unfit for field duty. 

Following his return from France, he 
went into business in the city of London 
and ultimately became a director of the 
Westminster Bafik. 

He is reputed to be one of the richest 
men in England. His holdings were esti- 
mated at $15,000,000 in- 1936. 

Salisbury married Elizabeth Vere, eldest 
daughter of Lord Richard Cavendish and 
niece of the Duke of Devonshire, in 1915. 
Lord and Lady Salisbury’s only surviving 
son was elected a Conservative member of 
the House of Commons in 1950 and again

Hydrogen Bomb Creates a Crisis 
This Nation Has Not Yet Faced 


Each Bomb Might Utterly 
Destroy Largest City — 
Russia Is Expected to 
Have New Weapon, Too.

WASHINGTON, July 11. 


UMAN beings have an inherent 
H capacity which enables them to 

disregard prospects which are too 
frightening to contemplate. This is 
the case with the hydrogen bomb. 

A thermonuclear device, or small hydro- 
gen bomb, was exploded at Eniwetok last 
November. Sailors who had witnessed the 
explosion wrote home describing it. Four 


such letters* were published in Los An- 
geles, igan City, Ind.; Lima, O., and 
Springfield, Mo. The remarkable feature 


of these letters was the substantial agreé- 
ment by these witnesses of what occurred. 

Each described the blast similarly from 
a distance of about 30 miles. Each felt 
great heat at that distance, one calling it 
about 180 degrees and another saying that 
it felt like someone putting a hot iron 
on your back for a split second. 

All agreed that a small island, about 
half a mile wide and three miles long had 
disappeared in a fire that burned for six 
hours. One said the blast blew the top off 
a building 18 miles away. 

. „„ 

THE BLAST of an explosion extends 
outward a distance of about the cube root 
of the increased energy of the explosion. 
The heat effect increases at about the 
square root of the increased energy. From 
the little information provided by the 
sailors’ reports, combined with the infor- 
mation published by the Atomic Energy 
Commission on the efféct of the “nominal” 
bomb with an energy equivalent of 20,000 
tons of TNT, it can be calculated that the 
energy released was between 150 and 250 
times that released by the “nominal” 
bomb. 

In terms of TNT this would amount te 
the equivalent of between 3,000,000 and 
5,000,000 tons. 

Nor is the burning of the island for 
six hours in the least incredible. | 


The explosive force was created by a 
powerful atomic bomb used as a trigger, 
a booster and probably only a few hun- 
dred pounds of liquid deuterium—double 
weight hydrogen. 

It is possible to increase the size of 
such a bomb indefinitely. If only a ton 
of deuterium were used the energy re- 
lease would amount to the equivalent of 
20,000,000 tons of TNT. 

Such a bomb would vaporize all the 
steel and concrete in a circle with a 
radius of 10 miles and leave a desert

Communist ideology? Of course not. Are 
the press and publishing industry suc- 
cumbing to Communist influence?

Why we have so degraded ourselves 
and so exposed ourselves to international 
contempt and ridicule as to permit our 
country to be stampeded by these Congres- 
sional vigilantes? How can we tolerate 
such a spectacle as that presented by the 
recent European tour of two brash and 
brazen youths who, under the aegis of the 
McCarthy Committee, turned all our em- 
bassies and foreign missions upside down, 
and who presumed to sit in solemn judg- 
ment on the loyalty of the American Am- 
bassador to Great Britain? 

Yet the fact is that we now take these 
things for granted. We take for granted 
that a congressional committee has the 
moral as well as the legal right to sit in 
judgment on the standards of teaching in 
our schools and colleges, and to take over 
the responsibilities of the boards of trus- 
tees and of the school administrators in 
deciding who is and who is not a proper 
teacher in these educational institutions. 

Spokesmen of the publishing industry 
are mostly silent when a Congressional 
committee, without the benefit of law, pre- 
sumes to tell the editors who is or is not 
a proper employee, a capable reporter, a 
suitable writer, on the basis of his politi- 
cal beliefs.

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IF THE PEOPLE only have rumors and 
are deprived of information, there can be 
no discussion of suitable action for the 
future. The nation can go forward to 
destroy or be destroyed hardly realizing 
the path being followed. 

“The political vitality of our country,” 
wrote Oppenheimer, “largely derives from 
two sources. One is the interplay, the 
conflict of opinion and debate, in many 
diverse and complex agencies, legislative 
and executive, which contribute to the 
making of policy. The other is a public 
opinion which is based on confidence that 
it knows the truth. 

“Today public opinion cannot exist in 
this field. No responsible person will 
hazard an opinion in a field where he be- 
lieves that there is somebody else who 


New York Times or the Herald Tribune. 
They are going after individual news- 
paper men, here and there, on one pretext 
or another. 

But they are establishing a precedent. 
They are ge us accustomed to the idea 
of investigating the press, as they have al- 
ready accustomed us to an investigation of 
our educational institutions, as they may 
soon accustom us to an investigation of 
our churches. 

What a spectacle we present to the 
rest of the world. We have cenvinced 
our own people that this great democ- 
racy of ours is honey-combed with trai- 
tors, spies, subversives and sexual de- 
viates. Our democracy is portrayed as 
so weak a system that it must devote all 
its internal energies to investigation, re- 
crimination and denunciation. 

What is happening today, my friends, is 
that we are, in fact, abridging our Bill of 
Rights without being conscious that it is 
being abridged, by indirection, innuendo, 
smear and attack. 

All this is being accomplished subtly, 
gradually, almost imperceptibly. This is 
the great achievement of McCarthy, Jen- 
ner, and the others of similar attitude. 

The total impact of their efforts is not 
confined to the headlines. It finds its way 
into the body of our laws. I need mention 
only one example—the McCarran Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act—which is an 
outstanding instance of legislation based 
on fear and hysteria. 

This is a challenge to the Democratic 
party and to all its leaders. Whether we 
win or lose elections of 1954 or 1956, we 
have a duty and responsibility to ourselves, 
to our great past, and to the future of our 
country, and of freedom in the world. 

It may be that frontal attack on McCar- 
thyism is not the way to political victory. 
It may be that the minority of the people 
of our country have grown to tolerate and 
accept McCarthyism. Certainly a great 
number have, and this is our greatest dan- 
ger. 

But regardless of its effects on our pros- 
pects for political victory, we cannot com- 
promise with this evil thing. If we can 
save the cause of freedom in our country, 
by risking political defeat in the next elec- 


tion, let us take the risk. Let us keep |

In the Eniwetok tests in 1951 it was 
proved by experiment that the hydrogen 
bomb was feasible. In November 1952 the 
first thermonuclear device, or bomb, was 
exploded. 

If the Russians are four years behind 
us, though they probably are not that far 
behind in thermonuclear research, then 
we shall have a stock of hydrogen bombs 
when the Soviet Union is exploding their 
first one. But in 10 years both nations 
will have a stockpile. 

It will not matter then that our steck- 

pile is larger than that of the Soviet || 
Union. War would mean mutual de- 


against each other—if one fires the oh- 
er will, and both will be destroyed. Who 
can tell whether this will make for 
peace or whether one will take a chance 
on war? 

There are those who would renounce 
the use of the hydrogen. bomb on centers 
of population, They propose that it be 
used tactically against the enemy armies. 
A dozen bombs could destroy everyone 
and everything on the enemy side of a 
threatened frontier, leaving a desert 50 
miles deep and hundreds of miles long in 
enemy territory. But why is it any more 
moral to burn these millions to a cinder 
than to destroy the enemy’s war making 
capacity in industrial centers? 

By the time the Soviet Union has the 
hydrogen bomb, she probably will also 
have aircraft, such as our eight-jet N52, 
capable of delivering it. Defense, no mat- 
ter how much is spent on it, will never be 
complete. There is some chance, how- 
ever, of interception. 

There is almost no chance of intercept- 
‘ing delivery by supersonic missiles fired 
from submarines or disguised merchant 
ships off the coast. Missile development 
has already reached a stage where this is 
now a greater danger than delivery by 
airplane. 

* * „* 

OUR EUROPEAN PARTNERS are in 
worse case than we. Either atomic or 
hydrogen bombs can be delivered by air- 
craft or guided missiles on any point in 
Western Europe. 

The prevention of war appears te be 
the only alternative to an orgy of death 
and destruction such as the world has 
never seen nor visualized. But the Unit- 
ed States cannot be expected unilateral- — 
ly to renounce war and allow the Com- 
munists to take over the earth. 

Nor are we likely to renounce jointly 
the use of atomic weapons when dealing 

with a state that uses duplicity as a 
means of gaining its ends. :

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Redemption and Amnesty 


Within the last year, we have noticed on this 
page the plight of four, aliens whe faced depor- 
tation on charges of Communist party member- 
ship going back many years. The four cases to- 
gether forcefully point up the need for a change 
in national alien law and the policies of the 
Immigration Service. 

First there was the case of Carl Latva, a Fin- 
nish-born mill worker in New Hampshire. He 
had lived in this country for 36 years, had sent 
two sons into military service during World 
War II. yet he faced deportation because for 
about four months in 1034 he joined the Com- 
munist party during a mill strike. 

Then there was Louis Ragni of Detroit, for 
many years a responsible and civic-minded mem- 
ber of his community, whose two sons were Ma- 
rines, one of them in Korea, Ragni, too, felt the 
lash of deportation not for being 
a menace to the country now, but for briefly be- 
longing to the Communist party 18 years ago. 

Refugio Roman Martinez, a Mexican, was told 
by the Supreme Court that he could not remain 
in the country where he had made his home 
for 20 years. He had been a Communist party 
member for a short time several months after 
entering the country. Had he been a member 
before he migrated, this would not necessarily 
have barred his entry; but the law says he can 
be deported for reasons which would not pre- 
vent his coming here in the first place. 

And now there is the case of Jacob Burck, 
Chicago Sun-Times cartoonist, who was brought 
to America by his parents at the age of 10, who 
has for many years demonstrated his loyalty 
and civic responsibility in print, and yet who 
now faces a deportation order because, the Gov- 
ernment charges, he belonged to the Commu- 
nist party some time between 1934 or 1935 and 
1936—a charge which Burek denies. 

It is easy enough to say that these four aliens 
and others like them should have become citi- 
zens. Of course they should have become citi- 
zens. But that does not dispose of the essential 
inhumanity of a policy which condemns to 
exile persons whose present usefulness and loy- 
alty are plain for all to see—particularly when 
the charges on which their deportation is sought 
may also be used to prevent them from becom- 
ing citizens. 

Both the Alien Registration Act of 1940 and 
the McCarran Internal Security Act of 1952 
permit deportation for Communist party mem- 
bership at any time in the past. Surely common 
sense and elementary justice demand a reason- 
able cutoff date. 

It was not a crime to belong to the Commu- 
nist party in the 1930s; to deport for this cause 
is to resort to ez-post facto law. In a practical 
sense, temporary Communist party membership 
20 years ago proves nothing about a person’s 
present loyalty or responsibility. That is why 
Arthur Hays Sulzberger, publisher of The New 
York Times, has proposed a general amnesty for 
all ex-Communists who made their break with 
the party and its doctrines prior to 1948. 

It is time to bring some sense into an alien 
policy which grinds along without reason or 
purpose, harassing and punishing not only those 
who present no menace to the country, but 
those who could be and have been positively 
useful members of their communities. Our im- 
migration law permits aliens to enter this coun- 
try if they have renounced sympathy with to- 
talitarian organizations. Why cannot the same 
humane principle of redemption be applied to 
those who deserve it the more by their demon- 
— participation in American life?

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Flight to Amarillo 

In his flight to the Southwestern drouth area 
for a conference with six governors, President 
Eisenhower did what Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman had done before him—expressed by a 
personal visit the national concern in disasters 
which, though regional in scope, inevitably have 
an impact beyond the area immediately affected. 

As the President landed in- Amarillo, the twe 
branches of Congress were near agreement on 
aid in the form of loans at 5 per cent interest 
for distressed farmers and cattle raisers. 

The opportunity to pay the Government 5 per 
cent interest for an emergency loan will be re- 
garded by many farmers as something less than 
the ultimate in national generosity. 

It seems clear that the demand for beef price 
support is growing rapidly. Cattlemen of five 
Southwestern states are rebelling. against the 
conservative leadership of the old-line stock 
growers’ associations, and have formed a new 
organization of their own to press for price sup- 
port, Evidently the passion for free markets 
varies directly with the gondition of a cattle- 
man’s pocketbook. 

To bring beef cattle into a general price sup- 
port program would play hob with the Admin- 
istration’s economy hopes and reverse the phi- 
losophy of farm policy so frequentig expressed 
by Secretary Benson. But the demands now 
coming from the Southwest are typical of grow- 
ing unrest throughout the farm belt, with obvi- 
ous political implications. G.O.P. principles are 
in for a hectic bout with expediency, which can 
be expected to grow more hectic as the 1954 
elections come Closer.

Men who have 
become deeply involved in the totalitarian 
process can hardly see a different future for 
themselves, and so they carry on in the pattern 
of self-aggrandizement. But this very ambition 
to rule may provide opportunities for improve- 
ment in Russian policies, both at home and 
abroad. 

At least, such is the conclusion of George F. 
Kennan, former United States ambassador in 
Moscow and perhaps this country’s best quali- 
fied expert on Russian affairs. Mr. Kennan's op- 
position to Communism never caused him to 
confuse the Russian rulers and the Russian peo- 
ple. Thus he said in his Foreign Affairs article 
on “America and the Russian Future” that: 
“There is great good in the Russian national 
character, and the realities of that country 


, Scream out today for a form of administration 


more considerate of that good.” 

As time passes, the Soviet bosses may have to 
yield more and more to this demand, if only to 
keep themselves in power. Thus Communist 
concessions in the satellite states may be more 
than just bait in a “peace offensive.” They may 
be the first acknowledgements that the Kremlin 
cannot govern the Soviet empire indefinitely by 
treating its people as criminals or by justifying 
all its oppressive demands with the claim that 
the state is in imminent danger of attack by 
the non-Communist nations. The attitude of their 
own peoples as well as the strong position taken 
by the West may be serving, in Kennan's words, 
“to convince the masters of the Kremlin that 
thein grand design is a futile and unachievable 
one.” 


Malenkov may feel that he can hold Stalin's 


position only by exercising power in new pat- 
terns. He may feel under the necessity of mak- 
ing concessions, within and without, especially 
while his own position is still uncertain and in- 
secure. if so, the situation offers great oppor- 
tunities for wise statesmanship. 

There is little praof as to the course of Rus- 
sia’s future. But there is at least logic in the 
Kennan argument that the police state is 
“only a fearful convulsion of society” and that 
“the instinct for a healthier, less morbid, more 
interesting life will begin to assert itself.” Cur- 
rent developments in the Soviet Union may 
represent only a tightening of the totalitarian 
dictatorship relaxed by Stalin's death, or they 
may be the first signs of change, slow or swift. 
Both possibilities must be kept in mind, 
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Leadership From Missouri's Senators 

The nation last week learned much about the 
kind of Senators which Missouri has sent to 
Washington.

The nation should know them 
as well as Missouri knows them.

With the agricultural and economic experts 
fevérishly searching for an answer to the prob- 
lem of our habitual wheat surpluses and finding 
little more than such a humanitarian palliative 
as a gift of grain to famished India or Pakistan, 
an amateur steps forth with what is at least an 
original proposal. Robert P. Skinner, formerly 
United States Ambassador to Turkey, suggesis 
that we might eat more of our wheat. 

He does not see much chance of that so long 
as we content ourselves with “our anemic, pan- 
baked loaf, so soft and fluffy that it has to be 
cut mechanically by the baker.” But Mr. Skin- 
ner believes the story might change if we were 
served the succulent, crusty loves that come to 
the tables of Europe. If our bread became as 
tasty as that of Italy, for example, then our per 
capita consumption of flour might rise from 
the current 170 pounds the year to the Italian 
figure of 371 pounds. 

Mr. Skinner's suggestion, contained in a let- 
ter to The New York Times, certainly evoked 
nostalgic, aromatic, mouth-watering memories 
of Grandmother's oven. And for that alone we 
are grateful to him, But as he admitted, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics found in 1943 
that the American copsumer likes his bread to 
be tasteless. 

We would not think for even a moment of 
denying that statistical consumer what he wants, 
or of blaming the miller and the baker for not 
giving him something else. But what of those 
palates not quite democratic enough to conform 
to this norm? 

If they organized as the Friends of the Crusty 
Loaf and sent a lobbyist to Washington, could 
they maybe have good old-fashioned bread? 
Only, of course, as an aid to the solution of the 
wheat *

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A Witness Against the New Idolatry

On a humid Wednesday afternoon a 
few weeks ago. a man appeared in my 
office and, doffing his hat, which was 
that of a deputy marshall's, he lay be- 
fore me a long piece of paper, a sub- 
poena to appear before the Jenner 
subcommittee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate. 

Since it was the first subpena that 
I had ever in my life received, I won- 
dered for a terrible moment what crime 
had I committed. 

And then started coming in my col- 
leagues and students, friends and well- 
wishrers, all of them bent on congratu- 
lating me. But we are so glad it is 
you,” they said. “You will speak for 
us. You will take yp our cause.” 

I wondered, as they talked, if they 
knew the fear I felt. I knew, when I 
thought about it, of the possibilities of 
the smear. 1 knew that it was fantastic 
to argue, as Jenner did, that the hear- 
ings were made secret in order to pro- 
tect those on trial. Anyone who knows 
the nature of life and the curiosity of 
people knows better than that. 

The Sun-Times was right when it 
stated that “an invitation to appear 
before the committee casts a doubt on 
a man’s reputation.” 


Reversing Our Principles 


But as subtly corroding as is the 
smear, it is not the most devastating 
aspect of being forced to swear to 
things which are perfectly obvious to 
you, and to everyone who knows you. If 
the living of the life is not defense 
enough, then no defense should be ren- 
dered at all. Such a situation reversed 
the whole stated policy of Anglo-Saxon 
common law. To defend myself upon 
such terms meant that I was guilty un- 
til I proved myself innocent! 

But how, I asked myself, could I 
prove my innocence? Frankly, I did 
not even know the charge. And what 
could be done if, on Jenner’s terms, I 


proved myself unworthy? This proved 
an interesting question. One of my 
subpenaed colleagues, a law student, 


spent much time trying to find out the 
exact powers and prerogatives of the 
committee. He discovered that no one 
knew much about it. 

A complex of questions. tortured 
me. How do you explain your own 
quotes, pulled out of context? To whom 
did you give the five dollars? And 
deeper still: what are the values upon 
which you stand, what are the traditions 
to uphold against the inquisitors? 

I suppose that my first answer to 
the last question I put to myself was 
a simple, primitive response. For if 
you dare call yourself a man, you say, 
“I shall answer for my life, yes, but 
not for another's.” 


“My Life Is an Open One” 


Then I also remembered that refusal 
to answer questions may mean con- 
tempt of court; it is not possible to an- 
swer questions about yourself and not 
about your associates. I did not have 
to meet this contingency. For my con- 
tacts with people who might be defined 
as subversive were always in social or 
professional capacities. They did not 
tell me, and I did not ask. I never knew 
a single person as a Communist per se. 

It was under these pressures that I 
put my statement before the committee: 

“I became a member of the Brethren 
Church att“ age of 13. I have been 
a minister since 1927. 

“Stating it as simply as I know how, 
I am now, as I always have been, a 
Brethren pietist, who believes that we 
all are sons of God, and that there is 
some dignity in that. I am not, nor 
have I ever been, a member of the 
Communist party. I have never even 
been solicited for membership in the 
at ony ag a nor have I ever 
knowingly offered my services to Com- 
munists, individually or collectively. 

“It seems to me that my life is an 
open one. My students and those who 
work with me understand that I have 
been consistently anti-totalitarian—

anti-totalitarian since I knew what it 
meant to be so. In the course of the 
defense of this position, I have defend- 
ed many with whom I have been in dis- 
agreement, because I believe that our 
society can only survive if we affirm 
our individual freedoms. 

“To me, it hat never been enough 
just to be anti-Communist. It is neces- 
sary for us to translate our democratic 
ideas into action. 

“Since it is the stated purpose of this 
committee to expose Communist subver- 
sion, it is inconsistent under the cir- 
cumstances for me to appear before the 
committee in closed sessions. My rec- 
ord is open: my writings are available 
to anyone who wishes to examine them. 

“In conclusion, I have never been 
afraid to face the world. I am not now. 
I insist upon a public hearing. 

Following the deliverance of these 
statements, the committeemen seemed 
upset. They were not aware of these 
things, they told me, and because they 
were not aware, they would ask me no 
more questions. Before the investiga- 
tion, it seemed to me, they had seemed 
uncertain of who I 
actually was. Now 
I asked them po- 
litely whether they 
had had sufficient 
reason to call me 
upon the platform 
in the first place. 
To this they gave 
no answer, and I 
returned to my 
home. 

I, and several of 
my colleagues who 
had together de- 
manded a. public 
hearing, were de- 
nied it. I learned 
later from the newspapers that the rea- 
son these colleagues and myself were 
forced to give testimony was because 
we had been keeping bad company. 

Now it had been my contention all 
along that the company I keep is my 
own business: not Jenner's, Velde's, nor 
yet Joseph McCarthy's. Noel Sargent 
of the N.A.M. and Harry Bridges are 
both welcome in my home, and both 
for the same reasons: they are interest- 
ing, and they teach me a great deal. 
Which does not mean that I intend to 
join the CIO Longshoremen or the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers. 

It is certainly true that I have gone 
to meetings where Communists were 
present; and my name has probably ap- 
peared on a few letterheads with those 
of Communists. I do not know of any 
better way of . acquainted with, 
nor arguing wit unists. In a 
sense, I do not know of any better way 
to attempt to save their souls. I won- 
der why it is that the Communists are 
always expected to convert me and

It is another kind of loneliness which, 
evidently, opens our 1953 minds to the 
appeal of ‘ professional, fanatic, anti- 
Communism, It is not the fear of hun- 
ger, but rather, in America of 1953, 
the fear of the hungry. Our executives 
are the busiest, our productive plant is 
the biggest, our farmers are the most 
secure, and our people the best-dressed 
in the world. And yet I-would wager 
that with all our riches, we are today 
the most fearful people in the world, 
and the loneliest. 


We are afraid as Rome was afraid, 
or Nineveh, or Babylon. And because 
we are afraid, it is easier for us to 
blame some anonymous force (The Bad 
Men, the Communist conspiracy) for 
our insecurity. 


A Coach Or a Pumpkin? 


For the rest of the world keeps re- 
minding us that we are rich and they 
are not. America, the Cinderella-dream 
of a continent, awaits lethargically the 
midnight whistle when the coach will 
turn back into a pumpkin, Since the 
coach, after all, is built on nothing more 
solid than preparation for war and fear 
of war. Meanwhile, if we can only hunt 
down enough of the Bad Men, the 
wicked step-sisters, under the teader- 
ship of McCarthy, perhaps the coach 
will remain a coach after all. 

The old faith, born out of hunger and 
despair, doles and war, broken values 
and désecrated idols, was Communism 
-~a hard, cruel, narrow and yet strange- 
ly visionary religion. The new faith, of 
which Senators Jenner and McCarthy 
are the prophets, is born out of full 
bellies and the fear of insolvency," and 
it is called, interestingly enough, Anti- 
Communism. And it is even a harder, 
crueler. narrower, but not at all vision- 
ary religion. 

In the present Investigations, it is 
plain that we are dealing with ideologi- 
cal warfare, i.e., the free flow of ideas.

Against this latent fear, I could only 
fall back upon my basic sense of com- 
munity, my sense of roots transcending 
either the state or the self-appointed 
officials of the state. Mr. Jenner's in- 
sight about me was misplaced; he was 
ostensibly looking for Communists, gnd 
I could not oblige. I had been guilty, all 
my life, of being a sectarian, I was 
guilty; too, of not holding Jenner’s 
faith, Anti-Communism, any more than 
I had held the Communist faith preced- 
ing it. Did not Socrates have to make 
the choice? 

Communism will certainly never be 
overcome by surrendering civil liberties 
on the idolatrous altars of Anti-Com- 
munism.

projected 16-volume his- 

tory of the United States 
Navy in World War II bears a 
prosaic title but comprises a 
fascinating and swiftly-moving 
account of the five months 
of Pacific fighting, March 
through July 1944, that sealed 
the fate of Japan. For sheer 
reader interest none of the 
other volumes quite comes up 
to this one—probably because 
the action is almost unbroken 
and ends in a magnificent vic- 
tory. 

Like the earlier volumes, 
this one is written in a lively, 
lucid style, with strategy sim- 
plified and tactical situations 
clearly presented. There is 
abundant evidence of research 
(including interrogation of 
surviving officers of the Japa- 
nese Navy), There is continual 
emphasis on human experi- 
ence without any overplaying 
of the dramatic. 

The author enjoys the dis- 
tinctions of being Jonathan 
Trumbull Professor of Ameri- 
can History at Harvard and 
of having been assigned right 
after Pearl Harbor to go with 
the Navy to all its theaters of 
action so that he would be well 
qualified for the big task on 
which he now is engaged. 

Morison opens this book, 
the sixth one dealing with the 
war against Japan, with the 
period when the fighting in 
the Pacific was gathering 
momentum. Japan was just 
beginning to totter and in 
these five months the United 
States dealt one powerful 
blow after another in quick 
succession. Gen. MacArthur 
leapfrogged along the New 
Guinea coast for almost 1000 
miles “in well conceived and 
smartly executed moves — 

Aitape, Hollandia, Biak, Noem- 
foor, Sansapor.”

This 
“greatest carrier action of the 
war” began when the sub- 
marine Flying Fish spotted 
Adm.

But American planes were un- 
able at first to locate this 
fleet while Japanese flyers 
several times spotted Adm. 
Spruance’s ships. Ozawa 
thought he would surprise the 
American fleet and sent over 
307 planes in four waves, only 
to lose 216 of them in what 
came to be called “the Great 
Marianas Turkey Shoot.” In 
addition, Ozawa's carrier was 
torpedoed out from under him 
by a submarine. The final 
two-day score stood at 476 
Japanese planes and 445 flyers 
lost and 130 American planes 
and 76 flyers lost. Ozawa, 
with only 35 planes left and 
three big carriers sunk, re- 
treated, 

Just as Adm. Jellicoe was 
criticised after Jutland be- 
cause he did not pursue and 
destroy the German fleet, se 
Adm. Spruance has been criti- 
cised in some circles for not 
destroying Ozawa’s fleet in 
addition to his air arm. Mr. 
Morison argues that Spruance 
carried out his main objective 
—the invasion of the Mari- 
anas—and that had he divided 
his fleet in order to pursue 
Ozawa he might have suffered 
disaster at Saipan, where 
troops were ashore, or at 
Guam, where the assault 
force was still hanging in the 
bight.”

of amphibious warfare, Mr. 
Morison also sides with the 
Marines in the Saipan contro- 
versy over Lt. Gen. “Howling 
Mad” Smith of the Marines 
relieving Maj.

Mr. Morison, whose first 
volume “The Battle of the 
Atlantic,” dealt with U-boat 
warfare, includes some inter- 
esting sections in this book on 
submarines in the Pacific. 
There has been little said 
about anti-submarine opera- 
tions of the Navy in the Pa- 
cific because “Japanese sub- 
marines were always far less 
numerous and much less en- 
terprising than the German 
U-boats.” And it was not un- 
til mid-1944 that the best 
and latest in anti-submarine 
weapons could be spared from 
the Atlantic.

nese submarines in 12 days for | 


a record. Mr. Morison notes 
that no demonstrations at- 
tended this extraordinary ex- 
ploit but that a group of five 
British sloops that sank six 
U-boats in the Atlantic in 18 
days was the center of a 
round of ceremonies along the 
Mersey.

throughout this book. 
Comdr. William I. Martin, 
tossed out of his plane at 3000 
feet when it is hit by anti- 
aircraft fire, falls into water 
four feet deep and survives. 
Lt. George B. Brown gives his 
life so that two accompanying 
planes can torpedo an enemy 
aircraft carrier. An ammuni- 
tion explosion on a ship at 
Pearl Harbor kills 163 men, 
injures 396 and sinks six 
LSTs and three LCTs. Adm. 
Mitscher lights up all his 
carriers, regardless of sub- 
marine danger, in order to 
pick up flyers almost out of 
gas and unable to locate their 
carriers.

ONSIDERING the scar- 
8 city of valuable books on 

directing, this impressively 
edited anthology is doubly 
important in that it satis- 
fies a need for such a book 
and at the same time pre- 
sents a body of directing wis- 
dom as fine as could be gath- 
ered together. Its scope ranges 
from early great artists of the 
theater to modern pioneers. 

Quality of the writing is 
such that the book will appeal 
not only to those interested 
professionally or semi-profes- 
sionally in the theater but also 
to the general playgoing pub- 
lic. Enjoyable in itself, the 
book will lead also to greater 
appreciation of plays. 

“The Emergence of the Di- 
rector,” the first section, is a 
concise history of the so-called 
director: from the Greek poets 
and teachers to the medieval 


stagers of elaborate Passion’ 


Plays, thence on to the “pic- 
torial” stage of the Renais- 
sance experimentation, the 
“facsimile” stage of the 
eighteenth-century rationalism 
and nineteenth-century deter- 
minism and finally the expres- 
sionistic and theatrical stages 
of nineteenth-century discon- 
tent. 

Here is shown a constant 
struggle for a consummate 
theatrical pattern, a striving 
for the theatrical in its truest 
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form, for the emergence 
of a single craftsman integrat- 
ing the work of author, actor 
and designer. 

The second part, “The Vision 
and Method of the Director,“ 
consists of 15 invaluable essays 
on the art and craft of theater 
written by eminent directors of 
the world’s stages. Contribu- 
tors include Andre Antoine, 
David Belasco, Adolph Appia, 
Vsevolod Meyerheld, George 
Bernard Shaw and Arthur 
Hopkins.

Respect for Individuality 


FREE AND UNEQUAL, By Roger 
J. Williams. (University of Texas 
Press, 177 pgs., $3.50.)

N an era when the pres- 
| sures for conformity to a 

common norm are at once 
more crushing and more per- 
vasive than ever before, it is 
good to hear a voice speak- 
ing out for the individual. In 
“Free and Unequal,” Roger J. 
Williams, a distinguished bio- 
chemist, reminds us that each 
human beifig, from his bio- 
chemical proeesses on up, is 
a unique phenomenon. 


Though all men may be “by 
nature equally free and in- 
dependent,” in the felicitous 
phrase of the Virginia Bill of 
Rights, they cannot realize the 
full value of their freedom in 
a society intolerant toward in- 
dividuality. 

“Free and Unequal” is 
roughly divided into two parts, 
of which the first is concerned 
with basic biological and psy- 
chological variations. 

That human beings do show 
inherent differences is of 
course granted by almost 
everyone, Yet in thinking 


‘about sociological problems, 


even professional biologists 


1 


tend to ignore the impli- 
cations of inborn difference. 

Recognizing this paradox, 
Dr. Williams writes: Lip 
service is not enough; we must 
also act as if we believe that 
inheritance is important and 
that the variations resulting 
from combined inheritances 
are the key to understanding 
not only what a child is but 
what he may become.” 


From this standpoint the 
author boldly launches attacks 
in every direction. His well- 
aimed thrusts into some of the 
shibboleths of modern educa- 
tion, dietetics, medicine and 
psychiatry are especially ef- 
fective. 

The concept of individual 
uniqueness is a difficult one, 
however, and Dr. Williams is 
less happy in his attempt to 
apply it to race, religion, his- 
tory, art and public opinion. 

Although the author has 
seriously weakened his book 
by sounding off on too many 
problems he has not thought 
through, he has nonetheless 
written a stimulating and re- 
warding work. To anyone who 
is concerned to resist the 
“contagious disease of which 
the symptoms are a craving to 
be average, normal, and se- 
eure,” the book may be warm- 


ly recommended. 


NO INNOCENCE ABROAD, by

IRGINIA HILL, who played

TERN performs a good 

reportorial job in bringing 

to the reader little-known 
facts about such people as 
Lucky Luciano, the gang syn- 
dicate chieftain who considers 
himself hero material for an 
epic motion picture that would 
make Gov. Dewey the villain. 
Another subject is the late 
Salvatore Giuliano, the Sicilian 
bandit who offered to deliver 
his island to the United States 
in exchange for machine guns 
and light artilery—under the 
Marshall Plan, of course. 


One chapter turns the spot- 
light on Calouste Sarkis Gul- 
benkian, an Armenian who has 
been given little publicity de- 
spite the fact he is reputed to 
be the wealthiest man in the 
world. Stern says Gulbenkian, 
who finances governments 
and collects 5 per cent of all 
profits derived from Middle 
East oil, is the world’s only 
authentic billionaire. 


St. Louisans will be par- 
ticularly interested in the 
story of George Dawson, the 
British junk dealer credited 
with making a profit of $100,- 
000,000 selling Allied war sur- 
plus to other countries, mostly 
Communist. Dawson spent 
millions bribing Government 
agents, the story goes, but was 
stopped on one big deal when 
he was unable to buy W. Fred 
Johnson, a St. Loulsan who 
served as United States attor- 
ney in Germany.

The disdain for accepted 
morality which makes these 
people worth reading about 
also marks the characters of 
“The Legendary Mizners,” a 
book compiled with loving 
care by the late Alva Johnston. 
The central figures are Addi- 
son and Wilson Mizner, who 
lived in the golden era before 
people worried as much as 
they do now. 

Wilson, the wise-cracking 
conversationalist, is the real 
star of the show. Johnston, 
who first produced the ma- 
terial as a New Yorker profile, 
gives him all the space Wil- 
son’s artistry merits. No at- 
tempt is made to authenticate 
some of the outrageous and 
completely outside-the-law ac- 
tivities attributed to him. On 
the contrary, Johnston some- 
times comes up with several 
versions of what happened, 
most traceable to Mizner him- 
self.

How Britain Runs Its Isle 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT, by Hi- 
ram Miller Stout. (O Uni- 
versity Press, 433 pgs., $7.)

OR the American reader 
Fa would like to know 
more about British political 
institutions, or compare Amer- 
ican ways with British ways in 
politics and government, this 
is a valuable work. It makes 
little or no attempt to go be- 
yond description to analysis, 
but it does the descriptive job 
well. 


It ranges from constitution 
and Crown, through Parliament 
and parties, to the London 
County Council. Dr, Stout, a 
former academician and one- 
time military attache to the 
United States embassy in Lon- 
don, has been, since 1946, an 
official in various American 
government departments. He is 
at home with his subject. He 
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also knows how to write, and 
he has produced a readable 
account, free of pleading or 
bias. 

Here, for example, is a sum- 
mary of the British cabinet, so 
different from its American 
counterpart. Here, also, is a 
discussion of British elections 
dealing not only with the 
larger questions of national 
party responsibility but with 
details of problems like party 
finances as well. 

This treatment, too, offers 
some interesting contrasts with 
American practice. Here, again, 
is an undazzled but instructive 
account of the vaunted British 
civil service. 

In addition to these institu- 
tional summaries, Dr. Stout of- 
fers four chapters on policy 
and administration. Here he 
takes up such issues as na- 
tional security, the social serv- 
ices (including the contro- 
versial National Health Serv- 
ice) and industry (regulation 
and nationalization).

Legacy to 
The World 


CARL UNNAEUS, by Knut Hoge ~

ARL LINNAEUS (1707-78) 
(Frei a high place in the 

pantheon of dedicated men, 
The son of a plant-loving Swe- 
dish pastor, he was led by that 
devoted parent into an early 
love of growing things. 

The Swedish countryside, Dr. 
Hagberg points out, poured 
upon the impressionable boy 
the beauty of “its flowery 
meadows and pleasant groves 
of oak and hazel encompassed 
by fir-forests.” And to this in- 
fluence was added a human- 
istic education centered on 
Latin poets and prose-writers, 
and the immense stimulus of 
mew scientific studies in Eng- 
land. 

When only 23, Linnaeus be- 
came lecturer and demonstra- 
tor at the botanical garden of 
the University of Upsala, He 
soon made his name increas- 
ingly renowned because of his 
geological and zoological as 
well as botanical knowledge. 
Though he took a medical de- 
gree in 1735 at Hardewijk, 
Holland, and practiced for 
some time “with great suc- 
cess” as a doctor in Stockholm 
(he introduced a significant 
new method for the curing of 
venereal diseases), his major 
interest was in natural history.

FAMOUS man at the age 
A* 31, he became professor 
of medieine and natural 
history at Upsala, where he 

worked the rest of his life. 
Dr. Hagberg, with the under- 
standable pride of a fellow 
Swede, grows wide-eyed over 
the epoch-making“ achieve- 
ments of Linnaeus in his com- 
prehensive writing and teach- 
ing. The world at large knows 
those achievements best in the 
form of modern systematic 
botany, which Linnaeus un- 
questionably originated, as 
also he was the first to enunci- 


ate the principles of defining 
genera and species, and to ad- 


here to a uniform use of spe- 
cific names. 

The crowning work of this 
“King of the Flowers” was his 
mammoth “Systema Naturae,” 
but he was more than scientist 
only: “He was one of Sweden's 
greatest writers,” Dr. Hagberg 
declares flatly, “a poet and a 
thinker, the most rational and 
consistent mind that Swedish 
cultural history has known.” 

He has received kindly, even 
loving, treatment in this com- 
pact biography, the only one, 
so far as I know, in English. 
Excellently translated by Alan 
Blair, it makes plain why the 
roll-call of science rightly lists 
Linnaeus with Newton, Boyle, 
Locke, Heller and Euler.

ULY may be hot and July may be dry, but it is still the 
best of all months for a 5S-year-old boy to visit his grand- 
patents’ farm.

Perhaps you've heard the expression, “thick as 
June bugs in a berry patch.” It is easy to see, this 
season, where it originated, for there has been a 
tremendous hatch of these handsome green scarab 
beetles. Often you'll reach in among the branches 
te pick a cluster of five or six big berries hanging . 
at the end of a thorny twig and come out with 
almost as many June bugs which go bumbling 
noisily away. At first glance the damage which 
they do to the fruit is mot obvious, for the June 
bugs have no objectionable odor like that of the 
“stink bug” family, But if you look closely, you can 
find soft fruit from which the juices have been 
sucked, And like all too many insects, the scarabs 
account for considerable damage to both fruits and 
vegetables.

@ IF THE BIG POND is our destination, Ricky and I gen- 
erally fish for a half-hour while Ginnie spreads out supper 
at the place which we've cleared for our picnics.

With Income of $40,000 a Year From Property Valued

HOUSTON, Tex., July 11 


HEN a Texan strikes it 

rich in oil, he is likely to 

break out in a rash of 
philanthropy. Texans have come 
to take this urge pretty much 
for granted. So brisk has the 
give-away business become, in 
fact, that mere mention of the 
state’s best-padded oilmen al- 
most automatically - brings to 
mind enormous donations to uni- 
versities, hospitals and chari- 
ties. 


Even blase Texans were some- 
what startled to learn, however, 
that one oil-wealthy philan- 
thropist is conducting his little 
give-away program from behind 
the 20-foot fences of the state's 
prison system. Even more un- 
conventionally, this citizen is 
handing his cash not to large 
institutions but to individuals: 
his former fellow prisoners. 


The bizarre bestower of boun- 
ties is a wisp of a convict, James 
C. (Jimmy) Henderson, 49 years 
old. Jimmy once was a wiry, 
gun-packing rancher and depu- 
ty sheriff in a southwestern 
strip of Texas which still claims 
to be living in the days of the 
honest-to-goodness, rootin’, toot- 
in’ Wild West. But eight years 
of shuttling between prison 
farms have faded his healthy 
tan into a sickly prison pallor. 

Less than one-sixth of the 
way along on his 50-year murder 
sentence, Henderson was recent- 
ly transferred to the Wynne 
State Prison Farm for aged, in- 
firm and sick convicts. Warden 
T. T. Easley says Henderson has 
a tubercular spot on one lung. 

Physically prison seems to 
have wrecked the little rancher. 
But his finances are a different 
matter. As a boy he inherited a 
13,000-acre ranch near Alpine, 
Tex. Irrigation turned the valleys 
of that desolate mountainous 
area into good grasslands. For 
ranching alone his property was 
worth from $5 to $10 an acre 
when he began serving his 
prison term in 1945. Since then 
the value of his land has gone 
up considerably. 

About 100 miles northeast of 
the ranch is the outer rim of 
the great Permian basin which, 
geologists say, contains approxi- 
mately one third of the vast 
proven oil reserves of Texas.

BOUT two years ago, Lease- 
A pounds” reached Hender- 

son’sranch, The leases signed 
for him by his daughter, Mrs. D. 
H. Shoupee, 26, of Tornillo, who 
has his power of attorney, bring 
him an income estimated at 
around $40,000 a year and Hen- 
derson’s property there and else- 
where is now valued at around 
$500,000. If oil is found on the 
Henderson land, the philanthro- 
pist convict would of course 
soon step up from the rank of 
the (for Texas) plebian half-mil- 
lionaires. 

Jimmy was quietly serving his 
murder sentence last June when 
two highway patrolmen stopped 
Alton C. Franks and his flashy 
new green hardtop convertible 
on the outskirts of Houston. 
The patrolmen only wanted to 
deliver a lecture on speeding, 
but something made them sus- 
picious about the 19-year-old 
Franks and they searched the 
car. They found a pistol. 

This discovery led to others. 
It. developed that Franks had 
been in reform school before 
he was 18 years old and had just

finished a 17-month prison sen- 
tence for auto theft in mid-May. 
Upon discharge, he acquired a 
wife, 15-year-old Betty Joyce 
Fields and between them they 
spent $3000 on the new car, 
clothes and a week's honeymoon. 


Where had the money come 
from? It was a gift from Frank's 
fellow-convict, Henderson, to en- 
able the young man to get a 
new start. He got a total of 
$19,000, but it cost frail little 
Jimmy an extra $11,000 in gift 
taxes. 


“He just did it to help me go 
straight,” Franks said. “He was 
good to me. My wife and I are 
going to name our first son for 
him.”

HILE these were commend-

ed a pistol to build his fine new 
future. He said he had it for 
target practice, but the cops 
voiced prejudice against such 
sport.

Stimu- 
lated by this episode, Franks and 
bride set off on further adven- 
tures and shortly landed in a 
county court to plead guilty to 
three traffic charges and pay a 
fine of $40. ' 


A few days later, Franks hap- 
pened to get into a slight argu- 
ment with one Howard Hutchins. 
The cause of the discussion is 
obscure, but Franks felt com- 
pelled to fire five shots into 
Hutchins’s automobile, one bul- 
let striking atire. Barely booked 
on a charge of discharging fire- 
arms, Franks appeared in court 
to receive a 30-day jail sentence 
for the earlier pistol-carrying of- 
fense. He took occasion to cuss 
out the patrolman whe found 
the weapon and criticized his 
bride for not hiding it better. 

From the prison, meanwhile, 
came reports of others whom 
Henderson. had given a “new 
start in life.” 

Convicts were allowed to make 
limited deposits of cash in an

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inmates’ trust fund and draw 
“chits” on it for extra luxuries. 
Henderson had for years kept 
a healthy balance — approxi- 
mately $1000. From this several 
convicts had received gifts of 
$100 to $150 when they left the 
prison. 

Out at Tornillo, Henderson's 
daughter, Mrs. Shouppe, told of 
her father’s first large bequest. 
She said it was approximately 
310.000 and went to a middle- 
aged convict, John Chambrandt, 
who got out of prison last Jan- 
uary. He also bought a $5000 
Packard in Jimmy's name. After 
a while, with the help of the 
sheriff in El Paso, the car was 
reclaimed and Chambrandt dis- 
appeared. 


Mrs. Shouppe is philosophical 
about her father’s giving away 
money. 


„He always was a fool with 
his money,” she said. But 
there's no way to stop it. It 
is his money. It won't break 
him, I guess.” 


Henderson's brother, Bill, who 
also inherited 13,000 acres in 
1913, visited Jimmy after the 
Franks gift was made to per- 
suade him to stop -uch philan- 
thropies. 

„My brother always has been 
loose with his money,” Bill 
said. “Even before he went to 
prison he gave lots away, If 
he doesn't watch out he may 
get out of prison only to find 
himself pennidess.”

HEN the news of the prison 
W onitanthropist came out, the 

world beat a path to Hender- 
son’s cell door. It left Warden 
Easley stunned. 


‘All hell broke loose around 
here,“ was the way he put it. 
“The morning after the story 
came out there was a parking 
jam outside the prison gates. 
Guys out there told the guards 
they were ministers, doctors and 
salesmen and they wanted to see 
Jimmy. Some wanted a gift for 
some charity. Others wanted 
him to invest. Some of the 
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women just wanted to talk to 
him. 


“Next came long distance tele- 
phone calls and telegrams from 
every place under the sun. A 
woman called at 1 a.m. from 
New York. I had to get out 
of bed and go nearly a mile to 
tell her we couldn't call Hen- 
derson down from the cell block 
for her.” 

Letters came in batches, 400 
in four days after the story 
broke. Jimmy didn't want to 
see a single letter or visitor, 
but it kept the prison's whole 
office staff busy for two weeks, 
checking letters to get his reg- 
ular mail and readdressing the 
others so they could be returned 
to the senders. 

* * * 


HE same thing happened in 
T Jimmy's west Texas home 

area. The tiny exchange at 
Tornillo was swamped for days 
with calls for Mrs. Shouppe, who 
finally left by plane fer a vaca- 
tion in Havana to get away from 
it all. 

“Sure did,” was Henderson's 
reply when asked if he had giv- 
en sums to convicts from the 
prison inmates’ fund. 


“I guess it was about five or 
six of them all told,” he said. 
“I wasn't trying to help any of 
them, didn’t even like any of 
the guys. I once was a deputy 
sheriff in West Texas and was 
on the other side too long to 
like many convicts.” 

Then why had he given them 
money? 

“I guess I just get a kick out 
of knowing they would have it 
to spend when they got out,” he 
replied. 

Henderson's fawn-like brown 
eyes were steady as he talked. 
He kept twitching the tops of 
three fountain pens he wears in 
the breast pocket of his white 
prison,duck uniform. 

“My people were pioneers out 
there in West Texas,” he re- 
marked suddenly. “I went 
through three years of hig 
school at San Marcos Military 
Academy. Then I took an ac- 
counting course at a business 
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school. It came in handy during 
the depression when the sections 
of land my mother left me did 
not bring in much. My father 
ran a little bank, the State Na- 
tional Bank of Alpine, and I 
was his 


National Bank of Alpine.” 


Freedom ended for Jimmy in 
1945 when a jury found him 
guilty and imposed the 50-year 


sentence on a charge that he 


had murdered his common-law 
wife, Mrs. Pearl Farris Hender- 
gon, . party at 
the Henderson ranch near Al- 
pine in November 1943. Shot 
to death at the same time was 
her father, W. C. Farris, 74. 

At the trial, the state de- 
pended chiefly upon a deathbed 
statement obtained from the 
fatally wounded woman. She 
said the drinking party included 
two soldier friends and their 
girls, and the two couples got 
drunk and her husband became 
angry about it and grabbed up 
a shotgun. 

“I thought he was going to 
kill one of the soldiers so I 
grabbed the gun,” the dying 
woman's statement said. It added 
that she wrenched the weapon 
away from Henderson and 
struck him about the head with 
it. He then went into a bed- 
room, got a target pistol and 
shot her. 

The woman’s father then 
threatened Henderson with a 
.45-caliber automatic, the state 
charged,,and in the scuffle be- 
tween the two the gun went off 
twice. After the older man fell, 
Henderson fired a shot into his 
head saying, “You're too old to 
live,” the prosecution contended. 

Jimmy says it did not happen 
that way at all. 

“They were after my money,” 
he said “Her father was to 
blame. I remember well enough 
shooting him, but I don’t re- 
member killing her like they 
say. She hit me on the head 
with the shotgun and that is the 
last I remember. 


“A man’s got to protect his 
property. Out there, you know, 
things are pretty much like they 
were in the old days of the West. 
A man’s pretty much on his own. 
It's still wild country, I killed 
a bear once with that target 
pistol. With just one shot.” 
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ENDERSON ordinarily would 

be eligible for parole after 

serving one third of his 
sentence. This would be in 1963. 
Frequently, convicts gain condi- 
tional pardons much earlier from 
the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles, but Jimmy has made 
no effort to get a hearing. 


It is not because he believes 
the verdict and sentence he re- 
ceived are just. He insists that 
it was the failure of his attor- 
neys at the trial to properly 
cross-examine the witnesses that 
caused his conviction. 


“When our time came, my 
chief attorney got sick and 
couldn’t question the witnesses 
properly,” he said. 

If prison life has its frus- 
trations, Henderson at least has 
found a small diversion by 
handing out money. The Franks 
gift, he admitted, was to give 
the boy a stake when he got 
out. Jimmy laughed heartily 
when informed the youngster 
had been in trouble with Hous- 
ton authorities. 

„That's all he will get,” he 
said. “If he throws it away, it's 
all right with me. I just wanted 
to see that he got a chance.” 

Does he intend to make other 
gifts? 

“Right now, no,” he replied. 
“But what will happen in the 
future is something I can’t say. 
Money isn't much. It's just a 
commodity like everything else.

But you can do a great 
deal for some child who has a 
poor and underprivileged home. 


Q. Children expect. much more 
than most parents can give!

A. Talk things over in family 
council, Help them to under- 
stand your financial position, let 
them count up things they have 
(such as brothers and sisters, 
perhaps) that some other chil- 
dren don’t have, and to plan for 
the expenditure of funds in the 
best interests of all concerned.

“Art in the Ice Age“ is a re- 
markable book in many ways. 
Its illustrations are well chosen 
and its color plates are unsur- 
passed in artistic excellence. 
When we look at the colored re- 
production of the interior of the 
Lascaux Cave, that has been 
called so aptly the Sistine Chapel 
of Primitive Man, we feel the 
same awe and wonder we ex- 
perienced when we stood below 
its towering roof; and the ma- 
jestic form of the “recumbent 
bison” of the Cave of Altamira 
was never before rendered so 
truly and in all its color plas- 
ticity. 

Even the black and white 
drawings are excellent:

THE CHAPTER on the Art 
of the Franco-Cantabrian area 
of South France and Northern 
Spain, contributed by Johannes 
Maringer, is perhaps less satis- 
fying.

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Bradley Dedicates Post Office 


In Town Named in His Honor 


Recalls Boyhood Days in Missouri, the Era 
of Pot-Bellied Stove, Cracker 
Barrel, Pickle Keg.

WASHINGTON, July 11 — 
General of the Army Omar N. 
Bradley, who will retire as 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Aug. 15, relived his boy- 
hood days in Missouri yester- 
day as he dedicated a. new post 
office at Bradley, W. Va., a com- 
munity of 140 families which 
Was named in his honor. 

In what may be his final 
speech as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, the five-star general who 
has been decorated with the 
highest military awards of many 
nations said: 

“In choosing the name ‘Brad- 
ley’ you have bestowed upon my 
family an honor for which I 
am deeply grateful. No monu- 
ment, mo scroll, no testimonial 
could compare with the distinc- 
tion of having fellow Americans 
dedicate a living community to 
my memory.” 

Fourth-Class Post Office. 

The fourth-class post office 
which Bradley formally opened 
for business is a cubicle 20 feet 
square in the Cinderblock build- 
ing housing a general store. 

Bradley, in his prepared 
speech, recalled that he had 
grown up in a Missouri com- 
munity like one in West ‘Vir- 
ginia and that the hallmarks of 
the small towns in which his 
father was a schoolteacher were 
the general.store with its pot- 
bellied stove, cracker barrel and 


ty and automobiles,” 
he said, “have replaced the lamp 
and the horse and buggy. But 
there are certain fundamentals 
of American living that the ra- 
dio, the television set and the 
thermostat cannot replace—in- 
tegrity, respect for your neigh- 
bors, an interest in the welfare 


of your community and nation. | 
We have a valuable heritage in | 
the ideals of our colonial ances- | 
tors. 

The size of a community, he 


aid, did not alter its obligations 


and goals. 

“The real magic of the Amer- 
fcan community,” he continued, 
“Hes in the American concept of 
citizenship. We are apt to forget 
that democratic self-govern- 
ment, even in our own town, 
tries its people more severely | 
than any other system of gov- 
ernment in the world. It de- 
mands generous giving of your 
time and effort, co-operation in 
every activity is essential. It 
used to be the harvest and, in 
springtime, plowing that brought 
the community together. Now it 
is the P.T.A. and clubs like the 
Lions that call for neighborly 
getting together. 

Helping the Weak. 

“American community citizen- 
ship makes an additional de- 
mand—one that has always been 


met: The strong must help share 
the burdens of the weak: the 


rich must share the burdens of 
the poor, if democracy is to suc- 
ceed. Even our international 
policies are expressions of this 
record.” 

Bradley told the youngsters in 
the audience that in the old 
days milking the cows, filling 
the wood box and trimming the 
kerosene lamps made for self- 
discipline in later life. 

“From my experience in the 
Army,” he said, “I realize that 
the same things that make a 
good soldier also make a good 
citizen: Pride, courage and a 
sense of responsibility. The 
greatest attribute is dependabil- 
ity—the fact that you can count 
on him. All of these are devel- 
oped at home, in the school and 
in the church of a typical Amer- 
ican small town.” 

Turning to larger affairs, 
Bradley said that in this world 
we are fundamentally in a race 
between education and. catastro- 
phe, “either we will have suf- 
ficient knowledge with which to 
solve our national and interna- 
tional problems or the catastro- 
phe of an unwelcome tyranny 18 
beund to overcome us in our 
ignorance.” 

He said with pride that his 
father, although he had little 
money of his own, always started 
a public library in the agricul- 
tural communities in which he 
taught. 

Ice Cream Supper. 

“If there were no funds for 
books—and there seldom were 
—he would point out the need 
to the community leaders and 
then set about organizing an ice 
cream supper at the school and 
getting every family in the com- 
munity behind the project. 

“From this start, others be- 
came interested and carried on 
the work. Soon there would be 
funds for a library and the 
books would be ordered. Before 
the end of the term, the school 


would have a collection of books 


so that the boys and girls could 
carry on their education and 
their elders could borrow them 
and pass then on from farm to 
farm for entertainment and edu- 
cation.” 

On the same nostalgic theme, 
the general hoped that his com- 
munity namesake would provide 
the things to make its young- 
sters good leaders, including a 
ball club like the one he was a 
member of in Higbee, Mo. 

“In looking over the grocery 
store,’ he said, “I note there are 
no horse collar and buggy whips 
hanging from the rafters and no 
pot-bellied stove nor a cracker 
barrel. Modern symbols have 
replaced these. But I know that 
these modern symbols of Amer- 
ica will stand as long in your 
memory in a solid, progressive 
community of people dedicated 
to getting togther so that this 
country can get along in the 
world with the job it has to do.”

They have 
restored vegetation to 45,000 
acres of land. Only 5800 acres 
were suitable for pasture. About 
5000 acres were turned over to 
‘recreational use and 34,000 acres 
have been reforested with 31,- 
000,000 young trees.

35,000 Children Get Gamma Globulin Shots to Curb Alabama Outbreak

The blood 
derivative was found to lessen the danger of contracting polio and, in the 


case of persons who have it, to lessen the danger of permanent paralysis. Anticipating the needle, this girl cries lustily as she is

When the film was first shown, studio 


executives, shook their heads. 

“It won't make money,“ said one. “It’s 
got a lousy title and the subject is bad.” 

Schlaifer couldn't listen to that—and 

sit still. 
e “You're wrong,” he said. “This is a 
moving story of how we in America can 
make a better life for sick people. Big 
crowds will jam theaters to see this 
movie.” (Later, they did.) 

So impressed was Schlaifer with the 
story_of “Snake Pit” that today, he has 
become a crusader for mental health 
causes (as a member of the National 
Mental Health Committee and similar 
groups). 

Now, says Schlaifer (who runs his own 
advertising firm): “If I can help make 
the community better for my kids—and 
other kids, I'll be happy.”

Her Chances Are... 
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CHICAGO. 
SMALL group of scientists here are dis- 
covering facts that may defeat the 
biggest single killer of American men— 
hardening of the arteries. 

And these facts are shedding light on a rid- 
dle that has baffled doctors for centuries: why 
do women live longer than men? 

Medical scientists throughout the U. S. have 
their fingers crossed. So far, the work here at 
Michael Reese Hospital’s Medical Research 
Institute has been successful. 

At the Institute, hardening of the arteries 
has actually been cured in laboratory exper- 
tments. 

These experiments have been carried out 
with chicks. But right now, follow-up studies 
are being made with people suffering from the 
fatal heart disease to learn if they, too, can 
be cured—or their lives prolonged. 
> The Michael Reese doctors used sex hor- 
mones to cure the chicks. Specifically, the 
female sex hormone, estrogen, was the key 
in getting the “rust” out of the chicks’ heart 
arteries. 

And so, dectors feel, it may be the female 
sex hormone that helps give women “a longer 
lease on life.” 

This belief has led some researchers to say 
jokingly: “It’s healthy to be a woman.” 


The Weaker Sex? 


FACTS are surprising — and they cer- 
| tainly support that statement: 

First: the average life expectancy for 
American women is 71.5 years. For men, it’s 
65.8. 

More men than women die of 22 types of 
heart disease. 

More women than men have cancer. But in 
the most recent year for which statistics are 
available (1950) more men died of cancer. 

In the “most fatal” cancer category, cancer 
of the stomach and intestinal tract, far more 
men die than women. 

Perhaps even more surprising is this fact: 
a study (by Metropolitan Life Ins. Co.) of 
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Why Women Liv 


Here’s a report on important discoveries that, 
3 


overweight men and women who reduced 
and stayed at the lower weigkt- showed: 
(1. death rate among men decreased 20 per 
cent; (2. death rate among women deereused 
40 per cent. 

>» So even women who diet—and stick to 1— 
are better off—in terms of average life expece- 
tancy. 

Dr. James B. Hamilton, of the College off 
Medicine, State University of New York (at 
New York City), has written a good deal on 
this subject. 

In the medical publication, Recent Progress 
in Hormone Research,” he points out: 

1-—The difference between the average life 
span of men and women “has become greater 
in recent times since males have been less able 
than females to take advantage of better liv- 
ing conditions and increasing opportunities 
for long life.” 

2A study of 42 species of living things 
(including human beings) shows that the 
female of the species outlives the male. 

The study included everything from fish and 
reptiles to insects and birds. 

3-80 it appears that the difference in tem- 
perament (between men and women), differ- 
ence in habits or occupations might not 
account for the shorter life span of men. 

In other words, it appears to be something 
“physical, something in the body” that ac- 
counts for women living longer. 

Proceeding on this theory and a wealth of 
information, some of it from the University 
of California and Cornell University, the 
Michael Reese doctors set out to study the 
possible effect of the female sex hormone on 
hardening of the arteries (atherosclerosis). 

The work is being carried out by Dr. Louis 
N. Katz, past president of the American Heart 
Assn., and Drs. Jeremiah Stamler, Ruth Pick 
and Simon Rodbard. 

They wondered whether the female sex 
hormone in some way was responsible for this 
fact: before the age of 50, about 20 men die 
of hardening of the arteries to every woman. 

But around the age of 50 (when women stop 
manufacturing the female hormone naturally 
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may lead to longer life for all of us 


in their bodies) the ratio drops to about three 
male deaths from artery hardening to one 
female. 

5 The question comes down to: does the 
female sex hormone make large numbers of 
women “immune” to this fatal disease? 

The doctors started with a large number of 
young, healthy male chicks. 

They divided the chicks into two groups. 

To the first group they gave a fat substance 
known as “cholesterol.” This stuff, doctors say, 
appears to be one of the vital factors causing 
hardening of the arteries. 

To the second group of chickens—they gave 
cholesterol plus a dose of female sex hormone. 

The assumption was: the first group will 
get hardening of the ar.zries because it was 
fed cholesterol. 

And the second group won't get the disease 
because it had been fed the female sex hor- 
mone, and cholesterol. 

5 That is exactly what happened. 


Five weeks after this phase of the research 


Started the doctors found: 


Don’t Forget Diet 


o The chick in experiments has provided 
valuable information about coronary 
artery disease. But doctors say, it hasn't 
given us the whole story. 

Our diet, outhorities say, is important. 
Just how our body machinery handles 
the fatty foods we ect is still another 
side of coronary disease. 

Diet, doctors say, may hold the key to 


the couse of heart artery illnesses. 


The chicks that had received the female 
ser hormone did not have hardening of the 
heart arteries. The group fed only cholesterol 
had the disease. ö 

Then the researchers went a step further. 

Hardening of the arteries was produced in 
a group of chicks.

Then these chicks were given the female 
sex hormone. In a few weeks, the chicks that 
had the disease were examined. 

» Their coronary (heart) arteries were com- 
pletely free of the “‘sludge’”’ that’s common to 
hardening of the arteries. 

So the doctors learned: (1. female sex hor- 
mone treatment when given along with 
cholesterol prevented hardening of the arter- 
ies; and (2. chickens which already had the 
disease could be cured by the hormone. 

If these same results can be obtained with 
the people (all men) now undergoing hormone 
treatment in the follow-up study here at 
Michael Reese, it would be a major medical 
achievement. 


Licked the Problem 


HAT COULD mean added years of life to 
countless people who are suffering from 
coronary artery ailments. 

Doctors say it will take at least three years 
before they get even preliminary results on 
human patients. 

One of the big problems in sex hormone 
treatment is this: 

When men are given repeated doses of the 
female hormone, they often lose some of their 
masculine characteristics. 

(The young male chicks, for instance, looked 
and acted like females.) This holds true to 
some extent for people, too. 

So the Michael Reese doctors went even a 
step further. They combined doses of female— 
and male hormones to see if they would cure 
hardening of the arteries in male chickens— 
and still leave the chicks with their male char- 
acteristics. | 
» The combined hormone treatment worked. 
It had the same effect as the female hormone 
when it was given alone. 
> The $64 question, of course, is: will this 
treatment work on people? 
> Only time will tell. If it does, it could very 
well compensate for what Dr. Hamilton calls: 
» The price (in length of life) paid for having 
a beard.
